The Lords of the Committee, in Obedience to your 
Majefty’s faid Order, did proceed the fame Day to take 
the faid Addrefs into their Confideration: But being in- 
form’d, that the Lords Commiffioners for Trade and Plane 
tations had under their Examination fevera! Letters 
from William Burnet, Efq; your Majefty’s Governor of 

hat Province, relating to the Behaviour of the fuid Af- 
Membly upon this Affair, the Lords of the Committee did 

hereupon fend a Copy of the faid Addrefs to the faid 

ords Commiflioners, that they might have the whole 
Matter before them, and direfted them to report their 
Opinion thereupon to this Committee. 

And the faid Lords Commiffioners having accordingly 
confider’d the faid fevera] Papers, and heard Mr. Attor- 
ney and Solicitor-GeneraJ, in Support of your Majeity’s 
faid InflruGtions, and alf Counfel in Behalf of the faid 
Affembly, have reported upon the Whole, That the faid 
Affembly feem’d entirely averfe to fettle a certain Sa- 
lary upon the prefent Governor, and thofe who {hall 
fucceed him ; yet the fuid Lords Commiffioners judge it 
abfolutely neceflary, That the Affembly fhould fettle a 
fixed Salary of 1000/. per Annum at leaft upon the Go- 
vernor during the whole Time of his Government. Ie 
being abfolutely neceffary to, your Majefty’s Service, 
That the Independency of the Governor upon the Affem- 
bly fhould be preferv’d. 

And that as to the Complaint againft the Governor 
for removing the Affembly from Bofton to Salem, his late 
Majefty in Council, upon a former Complaint of this 
Nature, againft Col. Shute, had determined that Point 
in Favour of the Governor. And therefore the faid 
Lords Commiifioners were of Opinion, The prefent Go- 
vernor had acted in this Matter agreeable to that Deter- 
mination. 

The Lords of the Committee hereupon beg Leave to 
acquaint your Majefty, That notwithitanding the faid 
Lords Commiflioners for Trade had fully heard al! the 
Reafons that were offer’d on the Behalf of the Affembly, 
yet the Agents of the faid Afflembly petition’d this Com- 
mittee on the roth of this Inftant, praying that they 
might be admitted to be heard before their Lordthips:

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Why the [aid Affembly fhould not fettle a fixed Salary 
upon his Majeftys Governor of that Province, du- 
ring the whole Time of his Government. 

Their Lordfhips appointing this Day for hearing "em 
thereupon, and they having accordingly attended with 
their Counfel, their Lordfhips heard all that was offer’d 
in their Behalf againft fettling fuch fixed Salary; and 
alfo heard Mr. Attorney and Sollicitor General, in Sup- 
port of your Majefty’s faid Inftru€tions, recommending 
it to them, and do thereupon agree humbly to report 
to your Majefty : 

That by the Charter granted to the Maffachufets-Bay, 
the Legiflative Power is vefted in a Governor, Council, 
and Affembly, of whom the Governor only is nomina- 
ted by your Majefty. . 

That the Affembly is chofen annually by the People, 
and that the Council is likewife annually chofen by the 
Affembly, ‘in Conjun&tion with the Members of the 
Council. 

That by the Reafons infifted upon by the Counfel 
for the Affembly, in refufing to fettle a fixed Salary 
upon the Governor, during the whole Time of his Go- 
vernment, it appear’d, that the Point contended for, 
was to bring the Governor appointed by your Majefty 
over them, toa Dependence upon their Good Will for 
his Subfiftence; which would manifeftly tend to the 
leffening of his Authority, and confequently of that 
Dependence which this Colony ought to have upon the 
Crown of Great Britain, by bringing the whole Legifla- 
tive Power into the Hands of the People. 

The Power of raifing Taxes being by the Charter 
granted to the General Affembly, it was from thence 
argu’d, that they ought to be left at Liberty in the do- 
ing or omitting it, as they fhould think proper ; but 
the Words of the Charter fhew the Intent of granting 
them this Power to be, that they fhould ufe it for the 
Service of the Crown, in the neceffary Defence and Support 
of your Majefty’s Government of the faid Province, and 
the Proteftion and Prefervation of the Inhabitants ; and 
that therefore, the refufing or neglefting to make a 
due Provifion for the Support of your Majefty’s Gover- 
nor, who is fo effential a Part of the Government, muft 
be look’d upon as afting contrary to the Terms of the 
faid Charter, and inconfiftent with the Truft repofed in 
them thereby. ‘ ; 
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That befides the Inftru€tion given to the prefent Go- 
yernor, by your Majefty for this Purpofe, Inftruétions 
have always been given by your Majefty’s Predeceffors 
to former Governors, to recommend to the Affembly 
the eftablifhing a Salary fuitable to the Dignity of their 
Poft, Notwithftanding which, the Affembly have hi- 
therto refufed to comply therewith, altho’ they have by 
an A& of Affembly fettled a fixed Salary of Allowances 
of 6s. a Day upon themfelves, and 10s. a Day upon 
the Council. 

The prefent Affembly has indeed offer’d your Maje- 
fty’s Governor a Salary, equal to what was recommen- 
ded by your Majefty’s Inftruétions for the Time he has 
been with them ; but is apprehended this was done 
only to tempt him to give up your Majefty’s Inftruétions 
for the fettling of it for the whole Time of his Govern- 
ment. 

And here their Lordfhips cannot, in Juftice to Mr. 
Burnet, omit taking Notice, That by his fteady Pur- 
fuit of your Majefty’s Inftruftions, and rejeéting the 
Temptations offer’d by the Affembly, he has afted with 
the utmoft Duty to your Majefty, and juft Regard to 
the Truft repofed in him as Governor of that Province. 

Upon a due Confideration of all that has been offer’d 
on the Part of the Affembly, in Juftification of their 
refufing to comply with your Majefty’s Inftruétions ; 
the Lords of the Committee cannot but agree in Opi- 
nion with the Lords Commiffioners for Trade and Plan- 
tations, That it is abfolutely neceflary for your Maje- 
fty’s Service, and for the preferving that Dependence 
which this Colony ought to have on Great Britain, and 
better fecuring a due Execution of the Laws for Trade 
and Navigation ; that a Salary of tvool. Sterling per 
Annum, thould be fettled upon the Governor, during the 
whole Time of his Government. And confidering that 
the Affembly of this Province hath fhewn fo little Re- 
gard to your Majefty’s Inftruftions, or to thofe of your 
Royal Predeceffors in this Behalf, which the Governors 
from Time to Time have been dire&ted to lay before 
them: The Lords of the Committee do humbly advife 
your Majefty to order the whole Matter to be laid be- 
fore the Parliament of Great Britain.

If 
that Determination has fo little Weight with you, it 
inuft be in vain or me to offer Reafons to perfuade you ;

unaccountable in you, to expe&t any Countenance from 
a Britifh Parliament, at the fame Time that you take 
upon you to condemn a Compliance with the 23d In.

© were folicitous it might pafs the whole Court, that

© according to the Dignity thereof.’ Now this Refolve 
for the Supply of the Treafury, is defign’d to diveft the 
Governor and Council of the Powers granted to them 
by the Charter, and tends to deprive his Majetty of the 
Right to difallow any Law referved to him thereby, as 
will appear by comparing the Words of the Charter, 
with thofe of the Refolve.

© in his faid Province.” The Refolve for the Supply of 
the Treafury ‘ Impowers the Treafurer to emit 20,000/.

By 
the Refolve, the Charge of Caflie William, and other 
Forts and Garrifons, Tranfports, Mufter-Rolls of Sol- 
diers and Sailors, Allowances, and all other Accounts of 
Charges, are to be paffed on for Payment by the Gene- 
ral Court, before the Governor and Company can dif- 
pofe of any Money for thofe neceffary Branches of his 
Majefty’s Service. In this Manner has the Houfe of 
Reprefentatives, ever fince the Year 1721, wrefted this 
Truft out of the Hands of the Governor and Council, 
who had always before enjoy’d it without Interruption 5 
and this by no Law, but only by a Refolve, that fo his 
Majeity might have no Opportunity to difallow it, ac- 
cording to the exprefs Words of the Charter, ‘ That

very Thing that Mr. Attorney and Solicitor General ob-

This fo unparliamentary a Method, 
and fo vifibly defigned*to compel a Governor to pafs 
every Thing that is brought before him, how contrary 
foever to his Inftru&tions, that it can deferve no better 
a Name, than that of a Temptation to him to break 
them. And now, Gentlemen, I mutt conclude with ob- 
ferving, that after fuch a Declaration from the Crown, 
if you will not comply with his Majefty’s Inftruétion, 
you might at leaft forbear to repeat your Endeavours to 
feduce one of his Servants from his declared Duty. 
Whatever may be your Sentiments, I affure you, that I 
am firmly refolved to accept of nothing but what is 
exa&tly conformable to the Orders of the Crown.

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the Letter of Meflieurs Wilks and Belcher, of the 7th of 
Fune Saft, to your Speaker, to be publifh’d. This Let- 
ter is faid (in pag.1. of your Votes) to inclofe a Copy 
of the Report of the Lords of the Committee of his 
Majefty’s Privy Council, with her Majefty’s Approba- 
tion and Order thereon in Council ; yet thefe Gentlemen 
had at the fame Time the unparallell’d Prefumption to 
write to the Speaker in this Manner: You'll obferve by 
zhe Conclufion, what is propofed to be the Confequence of 
your not complying with his Majefty’s Inftruftion, (the whole 
Matter to be laid before the Parliament) it is very unlikely 
ever to be the Cafe. 

That Conclufion, which her Majefty was pleafed to 
take into Confideration, and with the Advice of his 
Majefty’s Privy-Council to approve of, and to order that 
one of his Majefty’s Principal Secretaries of State fhould 
receive the Pleafure of the Crown thereupon, is in the 
Opinion of thefe Gentlemen, very unlikely ever to be 
the Cafe. If this was a falfe and fcandalous Suggeftion 
in their Letter, it becomes a Libel when it is publifh’d 5 
and you have Reafon to fear ‘that the Lords and Com- 
mons of Great Britain, who have always fupported and 
maintain’d the Honour and Dignity of the Crown, 
againft all that have treated it unworthily, will be 
highly offended at thofe who have publifhed and dif- 
perfed fuch a Libel, -in order to turn away the Minds of 
this People from their dutiful Refpeét to the Crown, 
and make them hearken to the groundlefs Infinuations 
of Francis Wilks and “Jonathan Belcher, in Contradigtion 
to the Royal Word. 

Your Meffage of the 30th of Auguff, is all drawn up 
with the fame Defign of concealing the Truth from the 
People, and putting every Thing in fucha Difguife as 
they cannot eafily fee through : To this Effe& you fay, 
that the Settlement of the Civil Lift, which I refer to, 
js not a parallel Cafe with fettling my Salary during 
my Adminiftration ; the Parliament of Great Britain 
make that Settlement upon our moft gracious King, 
whofe Intereft, and that of his Pofterity, are infepara- 
ble from the People, which is not the Cafe with me. 
You fhould have faid, to make your Argument any 
thing, Which is not the Cafe with his Majefty and his 
People ; for it is not I that demand a Salary, but his 
Majefty himfelf; and it is not to me that it can be le- 
pally granted, but only to his Majefty, for the Ufe of 
his Governer 5 and if you thought his Majefty’s Inter 
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reft as infeparable from the Intereft of his People, as you 
allow it is from the Intereft of the People of Great Bri- 
tain, you muft have own’d that the Cafe was parallel 
with the Settlement of the Civil Lift: For tho’ his 
Majefty demands the Salary during my Adminifiration, 
yet that is a Term wholly in his.own Breaft ; and what 
you mention, that my private Intereft is highly and 
apparently concern’d in it, is nothing to the Point, if 
you had that Confidence which you ought to have in 
his Majefty, that he will remove me when [ deferve it. 
You fay farther, that this Settlement is done by the 
Parliament’s free Will and Affent, without which, nci- 
ther they nor any other Exzli/hmen, who have the Power 
of granting Money, ought, by Magna Charta, to do it. 
Here again you would feem to prove fomething, when 
really you prove nothing: Does doing a Thing with 
Free-Will and Affent prove that it is no Duty ? It only 
proves what Nobody can deny, That our Duty ought to 
be done with our Free-Will and Affent: And that you 
may know that this is the Senfe of his Majefty, and the 
firft Parliament in his Reign, upon this Matter, I will 
fet down the very Words of his Speech, and of their 
Addrefs in Anfwer to it: His Majefty’s Words are; 
Gentlemen of the Houfe of Commons, You know very well, 
that the Grant of the greateft Part of the Civil Lift Reve- 
nues is now determin’d, and that it is necefJary for you to 
make a new Provifion for the Support of me and my Family. 
The Anfwer of the Houfe of Commons ends with thefe 
Words :.That your Majefty’s Crown may fit with Eafe and 
Glory on your Head, we think ourfelues indifpenfably oblig’d 
to affure your Majefty, that we will provide fuch a Revenue 
as may be fufficient to fupport the Honour and Dignity of the 
Crown in its proper and full Luffre. And in the A& 
paffed by that Parliament for this Purpofe, intitled, An 
Ait for the better Support of his Majefty’s Houjhold, and 
of the Honour and Dignity of the Crown of Great Britain, 
there are thefe Words : Now we your Majefty’s moft duti- 
ful and loyal Subjeéts, the Commons of Great Britain in 
Parliament affembledy being defirous that a compentent Re- 
venue for defraying the Expences of your Maj<fty’s Civil 
Government, and better Supporting the Dignity of the Crown 
of Great Britain during your Life, (which God long Pre- 
Serve) may be fettled on your Maj:fty; and that your Ma- 





“jefty may be erabled to make an honourable Provifion for 


your Royal Family, as a Teftimony of our unfeigned A ffeétion 
go your Sacred Perfon, of whofe great Goodne/s, and 
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Princely Qualifications we have had véry many Teftimonies, 
and by whofe happy Acceffion to the Throne, your Majefty’s 
Subjetts have a Profpeét that the Religion, Laws, and Li- 
berties of this Realm will be continwd 5 and that they your 
Said Subjeéts and their Pofterity may, thro’ the Divine Good- 
nefs, enjoy a long Tranquillity under your aufpicious Reign, 
have therefore freely and unanimoufly refolved to give and 
grant, and do by this A& give a. grant to you our moff 
gracious Sovereign Lord King George II. the feveral Rates, 
Duties, Impofitions and Charges herein after-mention’d; du- 
ving your Majefty’s Life. ; 

I have made fo full a Recital, to fhew how lamely 
and partially you have reprefented the Proceedings of 
Parliament, and to make the People fee, that fettling 
the Civil Lift at Home has been recommended by the 
Crown as neceffary for the Commons to do, own’d by 
the Commons as an indifpenfable Obligation, and prov’d 
to be fo by the weighty Reafons given for it in the 
Preamble of the A&, and yet freely and unanimonfly 
gtanted; and if you were as defirous here, as they 
were in Great Britain, That a competent Revenue for 
defraying the Expences of his Majefty’s Civil Govern- 
ment, and better fupporting the Dignity of the Crown 
in this Province, fhould be fettled ; if you had the 
fame Affe&tion with them to his Majefty’s Sacred Perfon, 
the fame Profpeé& that by his Acceffion to the Throne, 
the Religion, tial and Liberties of this Province will 
be continu’d ; and that you will enjoy a long Tranquil- 
lity under his aufpicious Reign; there cou’d be no Rea- 
fon fhewn, why you fhould not freely and ungnimoufly 
grant Rates, Duties, and Impofitions, for the fame End 
as they have done. , 

You complain of Hardfhips brought or. threaten’ 
from me to compel you to a Compliance; but you 
carefully avoid taking any Notice of the Hardfhips 
brought and threaten’d by you ta Governor Shute, to 
compel him to a Compliance, of which|I reminded you 
in my laft Meffage, to whom you refufed any Allow- 
ance, “till he paffed all that was laid before him 5 nor 
do you think fit to mention your like Methods to com- 
pel Governor Dummer to a Compliance. If you have 
made a Praftice of compelling former Governors, and 
have rcfufed to do me Juftice, am F not obliged to exert 
my legal Authority, in defending the Rights of the 
Crown entrufted to my Care, from the Invafions of the 
Reprefentatives, which is all that I am confcious of 
having dont, . You 
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You add, how infignificant the other Branches of the 
Legiflature here muft be, if an Inftruétion to a Gover- 
nor muft be a Rule to the General Court. It is not 
becaufe it is an Inftruction, that it muft bea Rule; but 
becaufe it is juftand right. And his.Majefty has there- 
fore declared, that if you do not comply, it hall be 
laid before the Legiflature of Great Britain, who will 
judge whether this Inftruétion contained anything but 
what was juft and right; and if fo, whether you have 
not aéted againft Right and Juftice in refufing it: And 
tho” you are very fond of comparing yourfelves with 
that auguft Body, when you {peak of your own Powers, 
I muft remind you, that you are fubordinate to them, 
and. accountable to them for your Ations. 

: Your next Affertion is, That I aét as if I was at Li- 
berty to raife Money as I pleafe for my own private U/e. 
This is fo groundlefs and unjuft an Afperfion, that tho” 
your Treatment of me has not deferv’d any Juftification 
to you on my Part, yet, to prevent the Delufion that 
the Publick may be under upon it, I will explain it 
fully. 

You cannot pretend that ever I raifed any other Mo- 
nev for my private Ufe, except by Fees taken for Lett- 
Paffes, and for Regifters: Now, to fhew how little 
Truth there is in your Affertion, that I raife Money. as 
I pleafe; thefe Lett-Paifes are eftablifh’d by a Law of 
this Province in the fourth Year of King William ana 
Queen Mary, for regulating Fees, wherein, among the 
Secretary’s Fees, is to be found, 4 Pa/s or Sea-Brief, 
three Shillings 5 which at that Time was worth as much 
as nine Shillings, as the Money now is. 

Regifters are eftablifh’'d by A& of Parliament, and 
no Fee. afcertain’d for them, tho’ Governors are under 
the Penalty of rooo/. and Lofs of their Government, 
to.fee the Laws of Trade obferv’d. There are no Fees 
given the Governor by any Law of this Province, for 
any Service whatfoever ; and yet, by natural Juftice 
and. Equity, a Quaxtum meruit is due for every Service 
to be done 3 and accordingly former Governors have 
taken 6s, fot a Regifter, of which I never heard that 
there was any Complaint ; and yet this Fee, when firft 
taken, was as valuable as 20s. now is, which is all 
that I take for them. 

And as. to Lett-Paffes, the Fee of 125. which I take 
fer long. Voyages; and 45, for Coafters, brought upon 
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an Average, is lefs than the Secretary’s Fee for them, 
eftablifh’d by Law, is worth at-this Time. 

But fo far was I from taking what I pleafed on thofe 
Heads, that I confin’d myfelf exaétly as to both to the 
Fees fettled at New-York by Ordinance of the Governor 
and Council, allowing for the Difference of Exchange 
between the Provinces ; and fo far is this from Money 
raifed at my Pleafure, that there is none of the King’s 
Governors in America that I have heard of, who have 
not Fees for the fame two Articles, and none lefs than 
mine, and moftof them much larger. 

This is the true State of a Matter complained of to 
you by a few only of the Merchants, who, except two 
or three, are far from confiderable, and upon which 
you have made a Complaint to his Majefty, without 
fending me a Copy of it, Ifuppofe, for fear that I fhould 
difcover all the Mifreprefentations in it. Ard here I 
cannot but wonder at your Readinefs to accufe me of 
Treating the Afflembly with a Courfe of Harfhnefs and 
Severity, when you have taken upon you to treat me in 
fo indecent a Manner, as in Page 29. of your Votes, to 
call my Government a Male-Adminiftration, even after 
that you knew that all my former Condu& had been ap- 
proved by the Crown. Whatever might be your Opi- 
nion of my Proceedings, it did not become you to make 
yourfelves Judges as well as Parties, by condemning 
them before they had been heard and judged by our Su- 
periors. 

Your Obfervation upon that Part of the Royal Order 
which [had recited, to fhew that you don’t aét accord- 
ing to the Truft repofed in you in the Support of Go- 
vernment, is very extraordinary : You fay that it feems 
to be founded on the Suppofition, that althe’ the laft 
Affembly had givena fufficient Sum, yet that this and 
fucceeding Affemblies would not. Where this Suppoft- 
tion is to be met with in the Royal Order, I confefs IE 
cannot fee. This Part of the Royal Order mutt be 
founded on what immediately precedes, wherein the 
Lords report, that it appeared that the Point contended 
for wasto bring the Governor appointed by his Majefty 
over them toa Dependence upon their Good-Will for his’ 
Subfiftence, which would manifeftly tend to the leffen- 
ing of his Authority, and confequently of that Depen- 
dence which this Colony ought to have upon the Crown 
ef Great Britain, by bringing the whole Legiflative Power 
into the Hands of the People ; and therefore, in the 
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next Paragraph, the Words due Provifion for the Support 
of his Majefty’s Governor, muft be taken to mean fuch a 
Provifion as does not leave him dependent on the Good- 
Will of the Reprefentatives from Time to Time 3 which 
would ftill be the Cafe, tho’ you and other Affemblies 
Miould make fuch Offers: . 

.. You goon and fay, that this Affembly has now done 
it, and you doubt not but.others will, which if they 
do from Time to Time, they anfwer their Truft, the 
Manner. being left to the Difcretion of the General 
Court. iw 

. Itds the Manner of doing it, which the Lords affert 
to .becontrary to the Intent of fhe Charter; but you 

ave Jately given an unconteftable Proof, that you do 
not jdefign to make any Sum. a Rule for other Affem- 
blies,; by Non-concurring the Council’s Amendment to 
your Refolve about it, in which they would have had it 
declared, that the fecond 3000 /. was for this prefent 
Year. .Here you found yourfelves: obliged to throw off 
the Difguife, and refufe to make any fuch Explanation ¢ 
by which you fhew: to all the World, that you mean 
thefe Offers no other Ways than as Temptations to me 
to give up his Majefty’s Inftruftions: But the Ufe you 
amake-of keeping. thefe temporary Allowances in your 
Power from fix Months to fix Months, appears by the 
Injuftice you have done to the Judges and the Secretary, 
who have now ferved fourteen Months without any Al- 
Jowance, which you know beft, if it is not owing to 
their fhewing,; what you think; too great a Regard to his 
Majefty’s Service. 

In Anfwer to my Charge about the Supply of the 
Treafury, you offer, that the General Refolve for the 
Supply of the particular Orders of the Court in allowing 
Accompts fubfequent thereon, are fully comprehended 
and.fully intended in the Word 4éfs mentioned in the 
Charter. . 

. When fuch Language comes before a Parliament, who 
know the Differenceof a Refolve and an A& ; and that 
nothing can be an A& without Enafting Words, it muft 
appear very furprizing to them, efpecially when feves 
ral particular Orders or Accompts are likewife called 
A&s; which Kind of particular Accompts were never 
brought into Parliament to be paffed there before the 
rcalury can, iffue Money upon them ; fo that they. will 

oe perfectly fenfible of the nnjuft Difidence which you 
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deprive them of this Right which they have by the 
Charter. But nothing fhews the Weaknefs of your Caufe 
more than the Neceffity you find yourfelves in, to con- 
ceal fome Words of the Charter to fhew that this Me- 
thod cannot in the leaft Meafure tend to prevent an Op- 
portunity to his Majefty to difallow fuch Aéts, any 
more than if they had all the Formality of a Law ; for 
all Orders, as well as Laws, Statutes and Ordinances that 
pafs the three Branches of the Legiflature, are to be 
tranfmitted to his Majefty for Approbation or Difal- 
lowance. I would gladly know why you have fup4 
preffed the Words, under the publick Seal, which I re- 
cited to you in my laft Meffage, when it is confider’d, 
that by the Charter they are to be tranfmitted under 
the Publick Seal to his Majefty for Approbation or Dif- 
allowance, the Abfurdity of the prefent Method plainly 
appears: For was it ever prattifed or thought on to 
fend thefe Refolves, or Orders, or particular Accompts 
home under the Publick Seal? Or if they were, how 
could paying Money on particular Orders be juftify’d be- 
fore his Majefty’s Approbation could be had, or the 
three Years expreffed for Difallowance elapfed? So that 
at once here appears nothing but Inconfiftency. 

I mutt however allow that you have juft Reafon to 
blame me for underftanding and praétifing in this Man- 
ner in your Favour: But if you confider that it was in 
the Beginning of my Government, before I had Time 
to inform myfelf of the publick Affairs, Dhope you will 
think me excufable, efpecially fince lam ready to affure 
you, that you fhall never have another Occafion to re- 
proach me with any fuch Compliance. 

It is a very low Diftin@tion, by which you would ob- 
ferve that it is not faid, that her Majefty, or Privy. 
Council, or the Committee, apprehend the former Offer- 
was only made to tempt me, but barely that it was fo 
apprehended ; as if thefe Words, It was /o apprehended, 
could there relate to any other Perfon but to’ thofe that 
were then fpeaking, who were the Committee of Coun- 
cil, and what they faid afterwards was approved by her 
Majefty and the Privy-Council. 

to your Intreaties to me to compaffionate the rui- 

nous Circumftances of this People, I can very fincere+ 
ly return them to yourfelves, and obferve your En- 
deavours to make the publick Affairs fo difficult atid 
troublefome to me to tranfaét, when Iam ty’d up by 
my InftruGiions on one hand, and meet with nothing 
. * but 
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but Contradi&ion and ill Ufage from you on the o- 
ther. 
_ But it would be well for you to remember who made 
this Province, that was once flourifhing, to decline fo 
much; even they who have ruin’d the Credit of it, by 
making a Deluge of Paper Currency, which your very 
Petitioners among the Merchants will maintain. By 
this Means thofe who lend Money, lofe more than 
their Intereft every Year ; and thofe who have none, 
may get Money by borrowing only. 

When you follow better Maxims, and confent to put 
the publick Affairs upon the real Foot of the Charter 
and of Magna Charta, then the Province may again flqu- 
rifh ; but ’till then you have nothing to expe&t but the 
Difpleafure of the Legiflature of Great Britgin: And 
that you may not be deceiv’d by the idle Surmifes of 
your Agents, I will give you an Account at length of 
what was done by that Legifiature to the Kingdom of 
Ireland, in the Sixth Year of the late King, by an A& 
for the better fecuring the Dependency of the Kingdom 
of Ireland upon the Crown of Gregt Britain; which A& 
is at Length as follows: 


Wee the Houfe of Lords of Ireland have of late, 
; againft Law, afjumed to themfelves a Power of 
Surifdittion to examine, corres, and amend the Judgments 
and Decrees of the Courts of Fuftice in the Kingdom of Ire- 
Jand: Therefore, for the better fecuring of the Dependency 
of Ireland upon the Crownof Great Britain, May it plea/e 
your. Moff Excellent Majefty, that it may Le enaited, and be 
it enacted by the King’s Moft Excellent Majefty, by and with 
the Advice and Gonfent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and Commons in this ae be Parliament afJembled, and dy the 
Authority of the fame, that the faid Kingdom of Ireland hath 
Been, is, and ought to be fubordinate unto, aud dependent upon 
the Imperial Crown of Great Britain, as deing infeperably 
united and annexed thereunto ; and that the King’s Majefty, 
by and withthe Advice and Confent of the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, and Commons of Great Britain in Parlia- 
ment affembled, had, hath, and of Right ought to have 
full Power and Authority to make Laws and Statutes of 
fufficient Force and Validity, to bind the Kingdow and Peo- 
ple of Ireland. ; 

And be it further declared and enatted by the Authority 
aforefaid, That the Houfe of Lords in Ireland have not, 
aor ought to have any Furifdistion to judge of Affairs, or te 
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reverfe any Judgment, Sentence or Decree, given or made 
in any Court within the faid Kingdom: And that all Proe 
ceedings before the faid Houfe of Lords, upon any fuck 
Judgment, Sentence or Decree, are, and are hereby declared 
to be utterly null and void, to all Intents and Purpofes 
rhatfoever.

The Anfwer to his Excellency’s Meffage of the 2d In- 
ftant, is as follows: hate 
’ "May it pleafe your Excellency, 

*H E Houfe of Reprefentatives have confider’d your 
Meffage of the 2d Inftant, and notwithftanding 
your groundlefs Cenfures, as tho’ they had not a duti- 
ful Regard to the Crown, and endeavour’d to delude 
the People, we hope and doubt not, but they will ever 
remain and appear to be fincerely and heartily loyal to 
our moft gracious and rightful Sovereign King George $ 
and they have and always will feek the true Intereft 
and Welfare of this Province. ' 
' It ig wonderful to this Houfe, that you fhould argue 
fo much from the Settlement of the Civil] Lift for the 
fixing your Salary, when there is fo great and obviou 
a Difference between them. Can you expe&t fuch an 
Expreflion cf ‘Refpe&t and Confidence from your Coh- 
duét ever fince your Arrival ? Can there be any Pre- 
tence, that the Affembly have not fhewn as great an In- 
clination for your Support, as your Excellency has for 
the Good of this Province ? 

The Houfe are no Jefs furprized at your Account of 
Lett-Paffes and Regifter-Monev ; is it poffiible that a 
Law that ftated a Fee of 35. to the Secretary for a Sea- 
Brief, to thofe who needed and defired it, fhould there- 
by eftablifh 125. on your Excellency, for compelling 
thofe to take your I ett-;Pafs who don’t need it, and 
would gladly refufe it? Or can an Ordinance of the 
Governor and Council of New-York for Lett-Paffes, and 
the Fee for Regifters in that Colony, .if legal there, 
juftify your Excellency’s demanding them in this Pro- 
vince without Law? 

Your Excellency’s arguing about Afts and the Publick 
Seal, feem to be of as little Force; and there are many 
other Particulars which the Houfe think very excep- 
tionable, all which to remark would be very tedious. 
However, we are thankful your Excellency'is pleafed 
to intimate, that tho’ the Governor’s Salary was fettled,

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we might expeft to pay alfo for every particular Aét or 
Service he fhould do as Governor. We affure your Ex- 
cellency, your Meffage has not at all enlighten’d us as 
to the Point in Controverfy ; and if it will be of Ser- 
viceto others, for whom your Exceljency tells us it was 
more particularly defign’d, we are content they fhould 
have it in its full Strength, and heartily defire, fince 
what has paffed on each Side from Time to Time has been 
to little Purpofe, that there may be no more contro- 
verting Meffages between your Excellency and this 
Houfe on that Head.

N the other Side you have a Copy of our laft, and, 
as we then wrote you, no Steps have fince been ta- 
ken by the Government in the Affair, only reading the 
Report, a Copy of which you have here inclofed, You'll 
obferve by the Conclufion, what is propofed to be the 
Confequence of your not complying with his Majefty’s 
Inftruftion. (The whoJe Matter to be laid before the 
Parliament of Great Britain) it is very unlikely ever to 
be the Cafe ; but fhould it, the Queftion can be only, 
Whether the Province of the Maffachufets-Bay in New- 
England fhall fettle a Salary of 1e00/. Sterling per Ann. 
on WILLIAM BURNET, E/q; during his Government ? 
It will be the firft Queftion of the Kind that was ever 
moved in the Houfe of Commons; but fhould it pafs 
into a Law, it will bea much better and fafer Foundation 
for your doing it, than any Inftruftion can be. We have 
hitherto been debarr’d entring into any Matter of Com- 
plaint of the Governor’s Condu&t, it not being any Part 
of your Addrefs ; but fhould we ever come before the 
Parliament on this Account, all we have to offer, will 
be duly confider’d, and hope you’l) think it proper to 
furnifh us with fuch Particulars, as fhall make appear 
how little a Governor is to be trufted with the Liberties 
of aPeople.

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On the 3d of September, the Day after the above Mef- 
fage bears Date, his Excellency William Burnet, ‘Efq3 
was taken ill of a violent Fever, of which he dy’d in 
three Days ; and tho’ the Difputes about the Settlement 
of a Salary on the Governor neceffarily ceafed, as far as 
related to his Excellency Mr. Burnet, by his unexpetted 
Sicknefs and Death; yet the Subject in Queftion re- 
mained, and was immediately taken up by Mr. Dummer 
the Lieutenant-Governor, upon whom the Government. 
of Courfe devolved, by the Demife of the late Gover- 
nor, "till his Majefty’s Pleafure was farther known. 

The Houfe of Reprefentatives of the Maffachu/ets-Bay 
had been appointed by his Excellency the late Governor 
to meet for their next Seflions at Harvard College in €am- 
bridge in the County of Middlefex, and had been pro- 
sogued to the 27th of Auguf#; when they met, and re- 
ceived the Meffage above from his Excellency, which 
was his laft ; and upon the melancholy Occafion of the 
Deceafe of their Governor, the Houfe adjourned fora 
few Days, and met again the 17th, when they received 
the following Meffage, or, as they call it, aSpeech from - 
the Hon, the Lieutenant-Governor, upon whom, as J 
have faid, the Government devolved. 





Gentlemen, 
T having pleafed Almighty God to remove by Death

Proceedings of the Parliament of Ireland. 


N the 23d of September, 1729, both Houfes of Par- 

liament met, according to Prorogation, at the Blue. 

Goat Hofpital in Dublin; and his Excellency the Lord 

Carteret, Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, went in State to 

the Houfe of Peers, and open’d the Seffions with the fol- 
lowing moft gracious Speech to both Houfes: 


My Lords and Gentlemen, 
T was with great Pleafure I receiv’d his Majefty’s 
Commands to meet you again in Parliament; having 
already experienced your Duty and Affeétion to his 
Royal Perfon, and your Regard to the Honour of his 
Government. His Majefty’s conftant and unwearied 
Care to promote the Eafe and Happinefs of his People, © 
and the tender Concern he has fhewn for the Profperity 
of this Kingdom, give me good Reafon to hope, that 
this Parliament, which, at the Beginning of his Reign, 
ated with fo much Zeal for his Service, in a juft Ex- 
enon of that Security and Proteftion, which they 
ave fince enjoy’d, will now exert themfelves in the moft 
effe&tual Manner, to exprefs the due Senfe they have of 
his mild and gracious Government, 
Gentlemenof the Houfe of Commons, 

T have order’d the Accounts and Eftimatesto be laid 
before you, by which you will obferve, the Revenue 
has fallen fhort of what it produced in the two laft 
Years, and thereby. a confiderable Arrear is become due 
to the Eftablifhment.

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en End to the Diflurbances, and other ill Confequences, 
that may have arifen from a general Scarcity of Corn. 
It will, howevet, deferve your Confideration, whether 
fome new Laws may not be requifite, to prevent the 
pernicious Praftices of Engroffers, Foreftallers, and Re- 
gtators, and all tumultuary and riotous Psoceedings for 
the future, and to provide for the Peace of this large 
and populous City, and for the Employment of the Poor 
of this Kingdom. 

It is with great Satisfa&tion I obferve the Succefs with 
which the Linnen’ Manufaéture is carry’d on in this 
Kingdom. And I have his Majefty’s Commands to af- 
fure you, that in promoting a Trade fo beneficial to this 
Nation, you may-depend upon his Royal Favour and 
Proteétion. 

I muft earneftly defire you to thew, on this Occafion, 
fuch Temper and Unanimity in all your Proceedings, 
as appear’d during the whole Courfe of the laft Seffion, 
That will certainly be the moft effeftual Method of fer- 
ving the Kingdom, and of recommending yourfelves to 
his Majefty’s Royal Favour.

Weftminfter, January 13, 1739. 
IS Majefty came this Day to the Houfe of Peers, 
f and being in his Royal Robes feated on the Throne 
with the ufual Solemnity, Sir Charles Dalton, Gentle- 
man-Ufher of the Black -Rod, was fent with a Meffage 
from his Majefty to the Houfe of Commons, command- 


ing their Attendance in the Houfe of Peers; the Com- 
mons being come thither accordingly, his Majefty was 
pleafed to make the following moft gracious Speech: 


My Lords and Gentlemen, 
T is with great Satisfa&tion I acquaint you, that we 
have at length extricated ourfelves from the many 
Difficulties and Inconveniencies that attended the uncer- 
tain State of Affairs in Europe, by having concluded an 
abfolute Peace with the Crown of Spain. 

This Negotiation hath been carry’d on, and finifh’d, 
with a perfe& Union, Harmony, and Fidelity, between 
me and my Allies, with no other View but to prevent 
the Miferies and Confufion of a War, which if once 
kindled in Europe, it had beenas hard to know the End, 
as to determine the Succefs of fuch a fatal Event. 

. As this Alliance is built upon the Foundation, and 
is agreeable to the Purport and Intentions of former 
Treaties, without any Alterations in the principal Arti- 
cles, but fuch as tend to render more effeS&tual, what 
the Contra€ting Powers in the Quadruple Alliance were 
before engaged to fee perform’d , it is very juftly to be 
prefum’d, that from this happy Beginning, the great 
ta! Sa Work, 
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Work, of a general Pacification, will foon be perfe&t and 
compleat. 

But if, contrary to Expeftation, and in Refentment 
of the prefent Engagements, any new Troubles, “altho” 
with little Profpett of Succefs, fhould be raifed.in Eu- 
rope, to oppofe or difuppoint the Execution of them, I 
am confident I fhall not want the Support and Affiftance 
of my Parliament in fo juft a Caufe,, which hath the 
joint Concurrence of fo' many confiderable Powers, for 
the Honour and Credit of the prefent Meaftires, and their, 
united Strength, in Maintenance of our mutual Stipu- 
lations. :; 

In the mean Time, I can affure you, that I have made 
it my firft Care’ to confult the, immediate Interefts” of 
thefe my Kingdoms, preferable to any other Confide- 
ration, and at the Hazard of all other Events. 

All former Treaties and Conventions made with Spain, 
in favour of our Trade and Navigation, are renewed 
and confirmed ; not only a free and uninterrupted Exer- 
cife of our Commerce, for the futuré, is reftored, but 
juft and ample Reftitution, and Reparation, for unlaw- 
ful Seizures and Depredations, are exprefly ftipulated 
and agreed to ; in general, all Rights, Privileges, and 
Poffeffions, in any Manner belonging to me and my Al- 
lies, are folemnly re-eftablifhed, confirmed and guaran- 
teed, and not one Conceffion is made to the Prejudice of 
me or my Subjeéts. © =~ OP Aa eigen 

By this Means a Foundation is laid fer removing all 
former Animofities and Mifunderftandings between the 
Kingdoms of Great Britain and Spain’; and it is not at alf 
to be doubted, but that by a faithful Execution of out 
reciprocal Engagements, a perfect Friendfhip betwixt 
the two Nations, united by the common Ties of mutual 
Intereft, may be more ftrongly eftablifhed atid cemented

"HEIR moft Serene Majefties, the King of Great 
Britain, the moft Chriftian King, and the Catho- 
lick King, defiring, with equal Earnefinefs, not only 
to renew and bind more clofely their antient Friendfhip, 
but likewife to remove whatever might hereafter di- 
fturb it ; to the End, that being united in Sentiments 
and Inclination, they may for the future aft in every 
Thing as having but: one and the fame View and Inte- 
reft ; and for this Purpofe, the moft Serene King of 
Great Britain having given full Power for treating in 
his. Name to M. William Stanhope, Vice-Chamberlain of 
his Britannick Majefly’s Houfhold, one of his Privy

In Gonfequence of which Treaties, and in Order. to 
eftablifh firmly this Union and Correfpondence, their 
Britannick, mot Chriftian, and Catholick Majetties, 
promife and engage by the prefent defenfive Treaty of 
Alliance, to guarantee reciprocally their Kingdoms, 
States and Dominions under their Obedience, :in what 
Parts of the Worid foever fituate, as alfo the Rights

It having been agreed by the Preliminary Articlee, 
that the Commerce of the Englifh and French Nations,

of the Engli/h Nation in America fhould. be exercifed as 
heretofore ; it is agreed by the prefent Article, that all
